For our part we are glad that a 
man so blameless as • son. a husband, 
a master, a soldier and a statesman, 
had his touches of human weakness. 
As Abraham Lincoln wisely said,

small vices generally have mighty 
few large virtues."

It is called "Em- 
ancipation." It is wonderfully 
in I crest in";, anil the first night 
audience, which was deeply moved, 

became wildly enthusiastic. 
The play is the story of a great 

phflosophei who, living an austere 
life himself had preached a doctrine 
scat t etiut; the ordinary morals on 
Which ordinary lives are lived. To 
him come his sistei and another girl 

who has been expelled from a eon- 
vent. 

The yonngei girl is one of the 
philosopher's disciples. She has 
read all his works, and she admires 
him and his teaching, though she 
has never seen him. They work to 
(tether, read together, and although 

there is a great difference in their 
years, tl.ey fall in love with one 

another, 

What is to be done? The Philo- 
sopher declares that they should 
unite to Bet the best from life that 
can be got, though be himself is a 
married man. The girl will not, 
and she goes back lo the convent. 

The pl»y is quite unusual, the 
situations are dramatic and the dia 

loguc is very, very brilliant. As the 
eurlain fell on each succeeding act 

the applause grew louder, and when 
the play ended the audience 
mid shouted for the anther. This 
is a most unusual thing in Paris. 
During twelve years of hard theatre- 
going I only icmember to have seen 
it once. 

The author was brought forward, 
bowed) and disappeared.

While she 
was convalescent her ears began to 
buzz and her eyes became veiled 
with a kind ol cataract Her mother 
took her fioin one specialist to an- 
ether. The eve specialists gave 
Some slight hope; the ear doctors 

gave none at all. And the poor 

mother, feverishly anxious thai h-i 
daughter should not be eul off from 
all human intercourse, set to work 
and learned the deaf and dumb al- 
phabet, speaking it to her daughtei 
Marie as she learned it herself.

Hut one morning Mine. Lenero 
woke up to heir a terrible storm 
raging.

She ' learned English 
and German and Latin, She read 
every book that she could get hold 
of, and one day the brain, which 
her InflrfnttJ had filtered with the 
bonds of silence, found an outlet on 
paper. Marie Ieneru began lo 
write. 

She wrote, she says herself, with

She knows the word " love" 
when it is spelled out on the fingers, 
hut she has never heard it as a 
woman hears it. And yet her 
scenes of passion in " Emancipa- 
tion" were her finest scenes. 

She has Written three otherplays, 
and her suecesse on Saturday h.'ts 
frightened her. For many of the 
critics, writing of her works and 
having heard — with the ezaggera 
lion which flies about theatre — that 
the author was deal, dumb, blind 
and cripple, wrote of the curious 
kindship between insanity and gen- 
ius. That Marie Leneiu has gen- 
ius was clear lo everybody, but the 
words insanity, nervosistne, and 
the like appeared so often in the 
articles which praised her play that 
1 he pom- gill suffered tret or from 
her trumph, and a doctor had to 
lie called in. She is much better 
now, allhoughi per mother walcnes 
over her with jealousy to prevent 
every excitement. 

Mine, Heiiera's story of the re- 
hearsal of her daughter's play is one 
of the most pathetic tales I have 
ever heard. 

"She knows i; all by heart, from 
the firiM line to the final eurlain," 
said Mine. Leneru. " I did not 
take her to the earliest reheaisals; 
they would have tortured her too 
much. Poor child, she knows no- 
thing about the stage, and l do not 
know more than she docs. How 
could I explain to her that the actors 
and SOt I eases were groping their 
way with the text, and that they 
would act differently when they be- 
came eoversant with il? To her it 
seems as though a child of her brain 
must spring all ready-made into life 
on the stage, and not to see it so 
might have killed her. 

"So I waited until the last few 
reheaisals, and she followed these 
with the help of strong glasses. 
She watched the lips and gestures 
of everybody on the stage, and 
every now and then when she 
something thai she thought 
wrong she interrupted. That 
the mosl pathetic thing of all. 

my danghtei remembers how people 

spoke before she became deaf, and, 
of course, she has nevet heard 
either herself or anybody else speak 
since, so thai she did not know 
when she was trying to explain how 
this or that scene should be played, 
that her voice— high-pitched, mono- 
tonous, and absolutely without 
modulation — gave no idea al all of 
what she wanted. 

" And how the poor child suffer- 
ed at the first pexfotmanoel She 

looked about the theatre, hardly 
knowing whethei to turn to the stage 

or 10 the audience. Remember 

that she heard nothing, and that she 
did not know unless they clapped 
•heir hands whether the audience 
were delighted or just the reveise. 
At the end of one scene a roar of 
admiration iosc before the audienee 
began to clap 

"They ate hooting me, mother," 
she said, and when ttie final curtain 
fell I told her that they wen 
cileiily applauding. ' Yes,' she 
said, 'but it is like the hailstorm 
long ago. 1 can not hear them."

The reason foi this was that 
the king was of a weak and 
disposition and when he secured 
what heconsdoied able instructors 
for his sons he pud no more atten- 
tion to the mat ter So they grew 
up in ignorance, as, in fact, mos' 
people did in those days, oaring 
only for games and riotous living 
The king married for It 8 
wife a daughter of the Emperor of 
the Franks. Her name was Judith 
and she had been carefully educat- 
ed by Some of the most learned 
educators of Europe. She was not 
much older than her stepsons, and 
she was greatly grieved to find them 
so ignorant and so devoid of all finer 
qualities that had always been 
supposed to belong lo suns of a 
king. She soon understood their 
natures, and tried hard to win their 
love, for she k.iew siie could do 
nothing with them in any other 
way. So on rainy days, when they 
could not be out in their boisterous 
play, she began to tell tin 111 stories 
she had learned, and they soon 
grew to like the stories so much 
thev were not displeased to remain 
in Hie palace. 

There were "o printed kool. 
those days, but history, poetry and 
devotional works were written on 
vellum with a pen. Sometimes 
these were illustrated with pictures 
in colored inks and handsomely 
bound in velvet, ornamented with 
gold and precious ston

Thk deaf of Prance are preparing 
for a big and enthusiastic celebration 
of the two hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Abbe de l'Epee. 

They would be overjoyed if the 
deaf of the world united with them 
in doing honor to the memory of the 
good priest to whose benevolence, 
patience and ingenuity the education 
of the deaf had its birth. 

Charles Michel de l'Epee was 
born in November 28th, 17 12. But 
to enable the foreign deaf to attend, 
the celebration will beheld in Paris 
during the month of July. A 
World's Congress of the Deaf is 
desired, and can be an accomplished 
fact if the deaf of the United States 
take bold and push the project along. 
The deaf of this country owe 
much to De l'Epee. It was from 
bis successor, Sicard, that Gallaudet 
got the help that resulted in the 
founding of the first school for the 
education of the deaf in America. 
For those living in or near the 
Atlantic Coast, the cost of a trip to 
Paris and return will be very little 
more than the outlay that the Colo- 
rado Springs Convention required, 
and the year 19 12 is an "off year" 
so far as the National Association is 
concerned. 

Let us get together and make 
another delegation such as went to 
Paris in the year 1 889. 

Following is a rough translation 
of a circular issued by the organized 
deaf of France : — 



For a long time the French and also the 
Foreign Deaf-Mutes have been preparing 
to celebrate the Two Hundredth Anni- 
versary of the birth of a great man who 
brought them out of their ignorance and 
misery, by founding the first public school 
in devoting himself to their universal cause, 
and in creating the admirable Sign 
Language by which they could improve 
their intellectual faculties.

Furthermore, we 
ask them to submit suggestions a* to how 
to celebrate in a dignified manner the me- 
mory of our immortal emancipator. Our 
aotnmittse will examine them with con- 
sideration. 

We also request them to let n* know if 
they are willing, according to the wish of 
Moas. Smile Merrier, President of the 
Association Amieaje des Sourd*-M ueta de la J 
Champagne to organize on this occasion an 
international ' Congress of Deaf -Mate*, | 
where shall be r e vi e wed all their progrea* 
for the last two centuries and their claim* 
made known. 

The Committee intend* to fix the date of 
the manifestation for the month of July, 
1911, anticipating for the month of No- 
vember so as to permit all the deaf-mate* 
living far away to make an agreeable voy- 
tt season. Nevertheless, we

The Daily Leader of Allentown, 
Pa , reported the following sad ac- 
cident which occurred on February 
11th: 

As the result of injuiies sustain- 
ed In a trolley accident at Slating 
ton on Sat unlay afternoon at 2:45 
o'clock, George W. Peter died in 
the evening at the Allentown Hon 
pital. 

The victim of the accident was a 
deaf-mute and his eyesight was 
very poor. The trolley freight car 
was oil its way north and had stop- 
ped in front of the Broadway House. 
When the oar started the motorman 
saw Mr. Peter standing a short dis- 
tance from the track and just at 
that time he walked right in front 
of the car and looked down the 
street having his back to the on 
"•oining car. The motorrnau and 
conductor did their utmost to warn 
the man, but on account of his 
being deaf he did not hear the bell. 
The car struck the man and threw 
him a distance of about 15 feet 
He was picked up and carried into 
the car, and Dr. A. J. Kern was 
summoned. He found that he bad 
a broken right leg, a badlv fractur- 
ed jaw and a number of lacerations 
about, the head and body. Dr. Kert> 
brought him to the hospital on the 
3 o'clock car, but the injuiies were 
too serious and he died ai 7,80 
o'clock. 

The deceased had been deaf ami 
dumb since childhood. His father, 
W. K. Peter, who is the president 
of the Peter family reunion and of 
Farmers' Union Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Co., did all for his son that was 
possible. He sent him to the Deal 
Mute School in Philadelphia, where 
tared a good education and 
learned the tailor's trade. His eye- 
sight, however, gave out gradually 
and he was unable to work at his 
trade. 

The deceased was in his 1Mb 
year and he is survived by his fa- 
ther and these brothers and sisters: 
Mrs. John Strantz of Slatington, 
Mrs. A. W. Anthony of Lehigh Gap, 
Samuel W. Peter of Sacgersville, 
Harvey W. Peter and Edward Peter 
of Slatington, and William A. Peter 
of bis city. Hie mother died some 
years ago.

Burbank has been rather 
unfortunate lately, only last De- 
cember he moved into this new build- 
log with a hope of keeping down 
rent and at same time get more floor. 
Just then the engraver's strike lied 
him all up. He had just begun to 
work. The writer and the Horace 
Mann Association were lucky as only 
a week before the fire the writer re 
moved some valuable photos and 
cuts, which had been at the office for 
months. The Horace Mann would 
have lost their Ball get up of the 
most exquisite designs Our sym- 
pathy goes Ih both the fire victims. 
In November Mr. John Cross, of 
Beverly, one of the leading shoe- 
makers of New England, removed 
his machinery from his Lynu fae 
tory of years' standing, to Cam- 
bridge, for the purpose of getting 
lover taxes and hence lower cost of 
labor. He is the brother of oui 
owu — the one Samuel Cross — who 
has been in his brother's service 
nearly half a century. Now the 
Crass factory may some day an- 
nounce "Best Shoes on Earth, be 
cause made by all deaf workmen 
and womeu." The foremen who 
are used to a deaf men have uo pre- 
judice for the deaf. They may eveu 
have favor, as already five of our 
young people have seemed work 
there, and that instanter. They 
are: Sam Cross, Miss Moeller, of 
Lowell; Patrick Thibodeau, Frank 
Skidraore, and Mrs. Finnick. Let 
us hope all who go there will 
"honor bright " that it may become 
a stronghold for the worthy deaf. 

There has been something doing 
in the deaf church world here. It 
is definitely known that all the 
religious bodies have been watch- 
ing the movements of the Evange- 
licial Alliance of Greater Boston to 
establish and maintain an inter- 
denominational service for the deaf 
of the several New England Centres. 
Eveu the Episcopal Church is tak- 
ing uotice, it being strongly re- 
presented in the Alliance. We are 
told that no successor to Rev. Mr. 
Searing will be appointed. What 
work is to be done will be done 
undei Mr. Frisbee and bis as- 
sociates. 

At the Semi-Annual meeting of 
the Alliance last week two of Bos- 
ton's most influential men were 
added to the committee on work 
among the deaf. The body accept- 
ed t he responibil i t ies of the Trustees 
of the Boston Society, at their re- 
quest, they having been unable to 
bring in any extra help in any way 
during Mr. Wyand's two years here. 
It was shown at the meeting that it 
did not cost any more to maintain 
a regular pastor than to have peri- 
odical services, as in past years, 
and that the servioes were not only 
more largely attended and con- 
tributions larger during the time 
than ever in the history of the 
Society, but while the Alliance as- 
sisted Rev. Wyand uot only 
brought iu all the money that was 
brought in from new sources, but 
enabled the Society to carry ou the 
work with recourse to its fund. 

The Trustees in asking the Al- 
liance to succeed them said that the 
work was here to do, not only in 
Boston, but in New England, and 
that they were satisfied thete was 
one who could, aud would, do it if 
allowed to do so. The Alliance 
committee orgs nised by electing Mr 
E. W Woodbury, former, treasur- 
er of the Trustees, as chairman 
The Treasurer and Secretary a^e 
thepcimsnent officials of the Al- 
liance. They unanimously voted to 
make Mr. Wyand Genera' Superin- 
tendent of the " Departmeut of 
Service* for the Deaf of New Eng- 



land," placing in him the same au- 
thority placed in the Superinten- 
dent of the Alliance's general work. 

The committee represents the five 
Evangelical denominations, and 
they have the co-operation of the 
ministers throughout New Eng. 
land. 

At a special business meeting of 
the Boston Deaf-Mutes' Society, 
Wednesday night, it was unani- 
mously voted to ask the Trustees of 
the Society to acknowledge the 
Alliance Committee as their legal 
successors in the event they wished 
to retire. This takes the responsi- 
bility for religious worship from the 
hands of a body little known of 
and places it into the hands of the 
organization Hon. John Converse, 
President of the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works, the man who gave Dr. 
Chapman $200,000 for Evangelical 
work, said was greatest religious 
organization in the world. 

Everybody looking forward to 
the Exposition— "The World in 
Boston," April 24th to May 20th. 
Help us make it a creditable exhibit 
on the part of the deaf. 

George Pinto, according to sche- 
dule, left the City Hall at 9 A. M.

QUESTION. 
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Though the speech of the demnt- 
ised deaf mute may be disagreablo 
aud unintelligible to those not in 
habitual contact with him, still it 
answers, provided that his voice 
does not become exhausted little by 
little as he grows older. 

TJufortnnately no one has found, 
nor ever will find, a means success- 
fully combatting this troublesome 
weakening of the vocal cords, always 
known aud acknowledged by those 
who live under the new method. 
Deaf-mutes who escape this general 
rule are those who have never 
ceased to use speech from infancy, 
whatever the partisans of artificial 
articulation may say. 

How many teachers have been 
disagreeably surpiised to hesr such 
poor speaking by their old pupils, 
whom they had once taught to speak 
so well ? They have their reasons 
for not acknowledging the import- 
ance of pure oralism. 

Since Mr. Paul Christisn, the 
eminent nnderdirector of the Nantes 
Institution, has discovered tbe po- 
verty of signs and the slowness of 
finger-spelling, I feel curious to 
know how he manages to give his 
pupils the signification of metaphy- 
sical words, for example, philosophy, 
psychology, moral, logic, theology, 
etc. 

Can it be by chaice that this 
unequaled educator believes that 
the exercise of articulation furnishes 
ideas, understanding of words, and 
this more easily than signs? If this 
be so, it would make one suspect his 
mental faculties were weak. 

The French language is rich in 
words that, pronounced the same 
way, have diametrically opposite 
meanings, as hotel, atUel, sot, seau, 
hospice, auspices, etc. 

The oral professor wastes his time 
in oral definitions, for he is obliged 
to define orally a host of definitions. 
To explain abstract woods to tbe 
deaf pupil, as abstraction, concre- 
tion, etc, would require a maas of 
further explanatory phraaea, that 
would be endless. 

Who bristle up at these movements 
of the arms (signs) following the 
spiritual expression of the illustri- 
ous Maud u it ? Those blockheads 
whose dense understanding Is im- 
pervious to the finesse, to the deli- 
cacy, to the subtleness of this 
marvelous language of Bebian, of 
Piroux, of Chazotte. 

To underestimate the importance 
of the role which the sign language 
plays in the teaching of the deaf, it 
is necessary never to have observed 
the little deaf children gaining new 
ideas daily from observing their 
older comrades talking by sign 
among themselves. 

I know more than one cl aplain 
of (he deaf, who would be greatly 
embarrassed to explain clearly to his 
charges, wit hoot great recourse to 
signs tbe mysteries of Catholicism, 
as the Trinity, the Incarnation, 
Redemption, the Eucharist, etc. 
The slanderers of the method of 
the Abbe de I'Epee will never un- 
derstand this: "The sign lan- 
guage is to artificial speech what 
multiplication is to additi< 

It P«e Abbe de I'Epee and the 
Abbe Sicanl could revisit the world, 
they would not hesitate to exclaim 
against this progress— bacfaoard.

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Mtorr of the Pen 

The first typn of ink pen that, the 
world ever knew was a fine hair 
brush, nn<] to-day riiiht here in this 
country hundreds of tlipne same 
are in and daily use. The 
Chinese latindryman in the 
United States mark* his packages 
and keeps his bookn with a camel's 
hair pen dipped in ink. It whh 
good enough for CoiifucitiH ; it in 
good enough for him. 

But while the Chinese have clung 
otoasly to the first type, the evolu- 
tion of the pen hns continued from 
the reed to the quill, and now it is 
nearly half a century since the quill 
gave place almost, entirely to the 
pen of metal. To-day pens are 
made by the ton, and the Industry 
is increasing all the time. 

Following the introduction of 
paper the quill came into une, the 
necessity for a finer instrument than 
the reed being at once apparent. 
The reed grew in the marsh' 
s'iriie of the countries of tin- 
was hollow and was cut into short 
lengths and sharpened; but never 
yielded a fine point like the quill. 

Not long after the discovery of the 
good qualities of the quill as a pen, 

the raising of geese and some other 
fowlngot adechied impetus in many 
countries England for a lime im- 
ported 30,000,000 quills every year, 
valued at-$125,000. 

In making the goose, quill pen, 
which, by the way, comes within 
the memory of very many now liv- 
ing, the quills were sorted as soon 
as picked and the outside skin wan 
removed hy a hot sand bath and 

subsequent scraping. The barrels 
of the quills were then hardened by 
dipping them into a solution of alum 
or nitric acid and hung Dp to dry. 
When the quills had acquired the 

oecssssry brittlenesa the slit was 

made either with a pocket knife or 
small machine for the purpose. 

The metal pen earn", into use 
about the year 1860, but it was nearly 
a quarter of h century later when the 
industry began in earnest. The 
making of steel pens was first under 
taken in England. In the early 
days they were made with the holder 
and pen in one piece, but this, of 
course, when the pen woreout, ne- 
tted the throwing away of the 
bolder also, and so economy 
brought alxiut the separate pen and 
holder. 

Another objection to the early 
steel in pen was that it was too Miff 
This was remedied by the side slliis 
seen in pens to-day.
